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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues that the prior art does not 
teach the claim limitations. The examiner disagrees for many of the same reasons as put forth in the Final rejection. 1 ) the applicant 
argues that one skilled "..would not seek to provide nodes to the mesh via power control/antenna steering...". The examiner notes that all 
claims put before the USPTO are given their broadest possible interpretation. The claims do not specifically state that why the antenna 
sensitivity is adjusted and/or how it connects in with the remaining parts of the method (eg. it just states that the antenna sensitivity pattern 
of the nodes is adjusted to exhibit spatial selectivity). Bommaiah teaches nodes being discovered/added into a mesh/tree network. The 
remaining references teach wireless communications which adjust power/antenna pointing for optimal communications. The applicant is 
invited to amend their claims such that they explicitly tie together the antenna selectivity adjustments with the remaining steps of the 
method to form one cohesive operation. Therefore taking Trompower, English and Procotor's teachings as being utilized in every step of 
the communications process, one skilled would use these teaching during every process of communications (eg. adjusting power/antenna 
during user discovery, addition to mesh and communications). The main purpose of Trompower, English and Proctor is to locate a a user 
and optimally adjust the RF link for communications to occur - this process would be used during unit discovery and addition to mesh. 2) 
the applicant argues that the use of a query message and response is not taught. The examiner disagrees since Bommaiah teaches 
"Join-Req" messages (see Para 4.3.1 and previous office action). 3) The examiner is not swayed by the arguments and upholds his 
rejection. The examiner believes further claim amendments are required to more specifically define those limitations the applicant 
considers as being novel. 
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
